Research Associate Mayra Rascon. ~ 

“We are thrilled to bring these re- 
nowned public health researchers to 
CSULB,” Britt Rios-Eillis, the direc- 
tor of the center, said. “This cadre of 
researchers and public health profes- 


sionals will provide the conference 
audience with cutting-edge research 
and opportunities in Latino commu- 
nity health.” 

Rios-Ellis said she was confident 
attendees would take away a great 
deal of knowledge and skill from 
the conference that could be applied 
to their work in underserved Latino 
communities. 

The Center for Latino Commu- 
nity Health, established in 2005, is a 
community-based organization that 
provides technical assistance to or- 
ganizations interested in serving the 
health needs of Latinos.

“I think any student interested in 
research would benefit from the in- 
formation,” said Melawhy Garcia, 
associate director of the center. 

Although the main focus of the 
conference and the center’s other ac- 
tivities is on the Latino community, 
the Center for Latino Community 
Health has information available that 
may benefit other minorities.

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Professors to discuss 
employment, budget 


They will speak at 
the annual Economic 
Forecast, predict 
local job market.

Three Cal State Long Beach eco- 
nomics professors will provide answers 
on where the jobs are in Southern Cali- 
fornia and how the local economy will 
perform over the next year at the 18th 
annual Economic Forecast. 

The forecast will focus on the job 
numbers and prospects for the counties 
of Los Angeles, Orange, Riverside/San 
Bernardino and Ventura. : 

The two and a half hour event will be 
held on May 10, beginning at 7:30 a.m. 
at the Hyatt Regency Long Beach. 

“In terms of what students will learn 
from the event, I think they will get a 
sense of where the city and region are 
compared to the nation in terms of the 
economy, which should be of interest to 
students who are planning their career 
paths, given that many alumni stay in 
the region,” CSULB economics Profes- 
sor Kristen Monaco said via email. 

Monaco will provide an overview of 
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the Long Beach area and how the econ- 
omy has performed over the past year. 

She will also provide an outlook for 
next year based on the local labor mar- 
ket and port activity. 

Last year, employment was basically 
flat in the City of Long Beach, accord- 
ing to Monaco. 

“We expected that employment in 
the city would grow by 2,000 last year, 
but there were no gains,” Monaco said. 
“This was largely driven by employ- 
ment cuts among city employees, par- 
ticularly teachers.” 

Although unemployment did not de- 
crease, payroll numbers did increase in 
2011. This means that those who were 
employed were making more money. 

This was mostly due to the fact that 
many part-time positions became full- 
time positions. 

Joe Magaddino, CSULB emeritus 
professor of economics, and Lisa Gro- 
bar, economics professor and director 
of the Economic Forecast Project, will 
also present at the forecast. 

The presenters will make their pre- 
dictions based on comprehensive sets 
of data on trade, housing, employment 
and income. It also factors in multiple 
national variables, such as interest 
rates, the federal budget and interna- 
tional trade. 

The cost to attend is $125. For more 
information, contact the CSULB Office 
of Economic Research at 562-985-5061. 


A recent trend seen emerging on 
California election ballots is Congres- 
sional candidates no longer declaring 
a party preference. Instead of having 
Democrat or Republican checked next 
to their name, a handful of candidates 
are now identifying themselves with- 
out a political party. 

This is due to a recent voter-ap- 
proved overhaul of our state’s election 
system. The old system did not allow 
independents to collect voter signa- 
tures until after the primary for the 
November ballot. The new system 
allows for independents to run against 
Democrats and Republicans during the 
primary, allowing for independents 
to vie for one of the two spots in the 
November runoff elections. 

Since there is now a better chance 
of getting into office for indepen- 
dents, more and more candidates are 
choosing to be a no-party-preference 
candidate. 

This could be a very good thing for 
California’s political culture. 

If most candidates ran without a 
party preference, ideally they would 
no longer have to worry about taking a 
side on an issue just because their po- 
litical party encourages it. Candidate’s 
platforms would not be restricted: by 
a political party’s ideals. Instead, this 
change could produce more sincere 
candidates that run following their 
own ideals, rather than candidates 
who are molded by political party 
machines. 

A growth of no-party-preference 
candidates could also change the way 
people vote. 

In order for voters to vote for their 


desired candidate, they would have to follow their stances on issues 
more carefully. Voters will have to make sure the candidates align 
with their political views. Voters could no longer rely on what their © 
political party says to vote for. It would force voters to choose who 


they really think should help run the nation. 


However, entering an election as a no-party-preference candidate 
has definite risks. First off, no-party-preference candidates will lose 
both the financial and voter support strong political parties bring. 
Both the Democratic and Republican parties are massive, practi- 
cally dividing the nation in two. Voters have been identifying with 
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CALIFORNIA POLITICS 


either side for years. As an independent candidate in this political 
climate, it is still nearly impossible to overcome these political 
parties. There are too many voters who follow the Democratic and 
Republicans blindly like sheep. For independent candidates it is 
essentially David versus Goliath. 

But, if this trend does continue, and more no-party-preference 
candidates start to get into office, there is a good chance we can 
see our political culture change. If independent candidates do see 
success—and admittedly that is a big if—there would no need for 
political parties in the future. Voters could see their vote matter- 


ing more because there would not be just two sides to choose from. 
Instead there would be a handful of different candidates to choose 
from that run in-between. 

Let’s face it. Even with the major left and right wing politicians 


fighting for issues to be addressed their way, the decision is usually 


somewhere in the middle. Maybe more work can get done if more 
no-party-preference politicians are elected. There would not be a 
political party breathing down the politicians’ neck to vote a certain 
way, instead no-party-preference politicians would vote the way 
they were elected to by the people.

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‘Goose and Tomtom’ 
comedic, lacks focus 


The play is difficult

The Garage Theatre kicked off its 
llth season with the fast-paced comedy 
“Goose and Tomtom.” This is the second 
time that The Garage Theatre has pro- 
duced this manic comedy written by Da- 
vid Rabe and directed by Eric Hamme. 

The highly suspenseful opening fea- 
tures a gun-clad, Tomtom (Paul Knox) 
quickly jumping awake after a very 
loud knock on the door. And from that 
moment on, there is non-stop dialogue 
and movement. 

The tiny theater space that makes up 
the stage is covered with old newspa- 
per, trash, items of clothing, and other 
random objects that create Tomtom’s 
apartment. The walls are made of thin 
wood and partially covered in old news- 
papers that have faded drawings. This 
is a small insight to one of Tomtom’s 
quirks that is later-displayed through- 
out the show. There are only two doors, 
the front, which is thin, and another that 
leads to more rooms in the apartment. 

Goose (Matthew Anderson) enters 
through the front door pointing a gun at 
Tomtom. Although it is quickly realized 
that they are best friends, these are two 


characters who are extremely 
paranoid, nervous and, at 
times, afraid of the outside 
world. But, of course, they 
live in a fictional place where 
witches can steal your soul, 
people can turn into animals 
and alien abductions can oc- 
cur at any moment. 

The characters that in- 
habit this fantastical world 
reflect on the obscurities 
they’ve encountered. All the 
characters have a child-like 
nature. They make messes 
and act almost blindly on 
their impulses. They’re all 
also quick-tempered and 
volatile at times, especially 
Lorraine (Jessica Variz). She 
is Goose and Tomtom’s lady 
friend who has total control 
over the two men, and whose 
anger and desires perpetuate 
the action of the plot. Most of 
the time, she makes Goose 
and Tomtom do foolish things because 
they want to keep her happy. 

Together, Anderson and Knox por- 
tray an interesting pair of characters. 
Although they are best friends, there 
are times when their relationship is 
unclear. It has tough times and violent 
moments mixed with tender, compas- 
sionate ones. Their manner of speaking 
is quick, irrational and explicit at times. 
They often contradict each other and 
have a habit of recounting events in se- 
quential order to newcomers. 

Although Anderson and Knox enthu- 
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siastically and energetically play these 
bizarre characters in this peculiar world, 
their efforts don’t go unnoticed through 
the muddled plot. The premise is that 
they are jewel thieves who have a mis- 
sion to take back the jewels that were 
stolen from Lorraine. But this objective 
is not clear until the middle of the show. 

The quick dialogue is also another 
variable that adds to the confusion. 
There are many instances where one of 
the characters goes off on a tangent and 
confuses the audience and themselves. 
But there are also moments of sincere 
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tenderness, especially from Knox who 
has multiple monologues about the im- 
portance of inner beauty. 

Between the bursts of fantastical sto- 
ries, explicit language and confusing 
plot lines are moments of true comedy. 
Although maniacal, malicious and evil 
at times, Variz as Lorraine is a hilari- 
ous character whose hold on the two title 
characters is fascinating to watch as the 
plot unravels. She blatantly uses her sex- 
uality and softness to manipulate Goose 
and Tomtom into whimpering little boys.

Dirtbags head to CSUN 


LBSU will look to get 
above .500 for the 
first time since Feb. 
26.

The Long Beach State baseball team 
will head into its road series against Cal 
State Northridge with a .500 record af- 
ter defeating USC 1-0 on Tuesday night. 

The Dirtbags record is back to even 
(19-19, 9-3 Big West Conference) for 
the first time since Feb. 28 when they 
dropped a 9-1 decision to UCLA, which 
dropped them to 4-4 on the season. 

Six LBSU pitchers combined to hold 
the Trojans to just four hits while no 
USC player was able to cross the plate. 

Sophomore closer Kyle Friedrichs 
picked up his seventh save of the sea- 
son, shutting down the Trojans offense 
in the bottom of the ninth inning with 
two strikeouts. 

Sophomore pinch hitter Brennan 
Fulkerson singled in sophomore first 
baseman Ino Patron for the lone run of 
the contest. 

The Dirtbags will look to improve 
their 9-3 conference mark with a trip up 
to Northridge for another three-game 
Big. West series. LBSU has:won each of 
its four conference series, including a 
sweep of UC.Santa Barbara, and a nail- 
biting series victory over UC Irvine 


that provided a no-hitter and a walk-off 
on back-to-back nights. 

Senior center fielder Brennan 
Metzger leads the Dirtbags’ offense 
with a .298 average, including one 
homerun, 22 RBI, and 10 doubles. 
Patron is hitting at a .284 clip on the 
season including three doubles, but 
has yet to find his power recording no 
homeruns while driving in 15 batters. 

The three LBSU weekend starters, 
senior Shawn Stuart, junior Matt An- 
derson, and sophomore Ryan Strufing 
have combined to go 12-4 with a 2.58 
ERA with Stuart leading the charge. 

The 6-foot-3 senior is 5-0 with a 2.28 
ERA on the season. He has also struck 
out 49 batters in 59 1/3 innings pitched. 
Friedrichs has blossomed as the team’s 
closer after being thrust into the role 
due to the struggles of opening day 
closer junior Eddie Magallon. 

Friedrichs has seven saves on the 
season with a 1.42 ERA, including 27 
strikeouts in 25 1/3 innings pitched. 

The Dirtbags’ pitching staff will 
have to keep Matadors’ (17-20, 4-5 Big 
West) sophomore outfielder Miles Wil- 
liams at bay if they expect to take their 
fifth straight conference series win. 
Williams is batting just .255 on the sea- 
son, but has shown a lot of power with 
five homeruns and 20 RBI. 

Juniors Nate Ring and Cal Vogelsang 
set the table for Williams with .297 and 
.295 averages, respectively. Junior in- 


-fielder Kyle-Attl also provides North- 


ridge with some power. Attl hits at just 
a .228 clip, but has four homeruns and 
19 RBI for the séason. 

Junior right-hander Alex Muren an-

chors the CSUN pitching staff. Muren 
has a 5-4 record in nine starts with a 
4.50 ERA. He has been hit hard in con- 
ference, however, as he has been tagged 
for a .386 batting average in Big West 
play. 

‘Freshman Jerry Keel has a 4-1 record 
with a 2.01 ERA so far this season. The 
left-hander has pitched 53 2/3 innings, 
striking out 30 batters while walking 
just 19. 

Overall, the Matadors pitching staff 
has a 5.23 ERA with 170 strikeouts and 
137. walks. The CSUN pitchers have 
also allowed 19 homeruns to opposing 
hitters. :
